They gare MeOuin* a bard ehaae 
to №• ranch, where they were met 
by Rape Anatin, who was living at 
the ranch at that time, and one or 
two other*. The Indiana then tnmiHl 
north of the houae, and imaaing around 
a little field, they came upon IIill 
King who wa* afoot, and chased him 
tmtil he Jumped into the field and 
made his eacape through a aorghiim 
cane i^tch. 
They then started for 
Bill King’s house alwut 400 yards dis* 
taat. 
Mrs, King discovered them in time, 
picked op her shotgun and stocal thtmi 
off. 
Then taking her tw-o children, 
Mie started for the ranch. 
8lie was 
met on the way by her husband and 
Mfveral others, who accoinpiiiied her 
to the ranch which was only a short 
distance away. The Indians tlicn ri>- 
tumed to King’s house, entered it and 
bursted open the trunks and boxes, 
taking such things ns tliey wanted 
and destroying tjie l»alance. 
They took thé 
feather be<ls, 
ent 
ttiem open. emi>tied the feathers o«it 
on the prairie and appropriated the 
tiekif^ to their own use. 
News came to Honey crt»ek where I 
lived Immediately, and we gathered a 
•coot and took the trail. 
The scout 
wrae composed of 
Tom and 
Fr»nk 
Deaton .two of the Reed l»oys, Patfllo 
Fuller and myself. 
We followed the trail alaint fi ft t'en 
miles In a south-westerly diristion to 
Bi’ar creek, three miles west of the 
town of Hamilton, There we struck 
another 
trail 
and learne<l that the 
Hamilton Iw.vs were six hours ahead 
of us in pursuit 
of the Indians, se 
we returned home. 
Tliese Irntians 
were supposed to la» Tonk.aways. at

KILLING OF BOB CARTER- 
fJGHT AT LOOKOLT MOtNTAlN 


In the winter of 1800 or ‘01, among 
other auxiliary forces on tlie frontier 
under the administration of General 
Ram Houston, was a company chiefly 
competed

which F. Cotton was captain and Rob- 
art Carter first lieutenant.

was 
hardly 
dry 
on the 
news of the bill’s passage before far- 
u.«*rs’ organizations had called impor­ 
tant conferences to arrange for the 
erection of great grain elevators in 
many of the leading terminals of the 
country, and at least 100 farm l«»ud- 
ers will meet here Tuesday to pass on 
the location of big commission houses 
in several centers for the handling 
and selling of live stock. 
Within 
three 
weeks 
the 
United 
States Grain Growers, Inc., compos­ 
ed of 43,000 farmers, will arrange for 


the er«H*tion of elevators at St. Paul 
Chicago and Cleveland, It is stated, 
and will actively enter 
the 
market 
against the professional trader. 
This organization now has 100,000- 
000 bushels of wheat 
under contract 
for five years, and it 
is estimated 
that within another y«*ar this amount 
will he doubled. 
The National Live Stock Producers 
Association, now 
handling 
farmers 
cattle, hogs and sheep in great mini 
hers, is expected to start co-operative 
commission houses by April 1 at Buf 
falo, Indianapolis and Chicago. 
This organization of farnn*rs started 
one of these commission houses at 
East St. Louis fife weeks ug«>, und. 
according to President John G. Brown 
has in that 
time 
taken third place 
among fifty commission houses at the 
cattle center. 
The commission house operated by

February 9th is tho anniversary of 
the birth of Samuel Jones Tilden, and 
note of the fact was tuken In some 
portions of the country this past week. 
Mr. Tilden was the Democratic nomi­ 
nee for President in 1876, his opponent 
being Ruth«*rford B. Hayes of Ohio. 
When the electoral votes were count­ 
ed it was found that there were two 
sets of returns from Lonisana, Flori­ 
da, nnd South Carolina, while one 
vote of Oregon was in dispute. Hayes 
needed all of these contested votes to 
secure his eleeetioo. An electoral Com­ 
mission of Fifteen was appointed by 
mutual consent to decide the contest. 
The Commission consisted of ten Con­ 
gressmen, five from ench party, and 
five Supreme Court Justices. “It hap­ 
pened,” says an impartial historian, 
“that three of the Justies were Re­ 
publicans, and the Commission by a 
strict party vote, eight to seven, de­ 
cided each disputed cast* in the Re­ 
publicans’ favor.” 
Owing to impaired 
health, Mr. Tilden declined to allow 
the use of his name for nomination 
four years later. 
It has been said, and truly, that Mr. 
Tildea’s name is indissolubly linked 
with reform. 
He had been Governor 
of New Yorkfl making for him self a 
splendid record. The Democratic plat­ 
form of .1876, the one on which Mr. 
Tilden stood, uses freelv the word

The Chief has frequently culled attentlnn to the ela*« 


9 0 statesmanship that wc now see displayed hy those clalm- 
«■* to be democrats 
representing the people 
in the two 
house« of eonprre»». 
We have shown how the rights of 
IlM people were being ignored and the fundamental prin 
ctple.s of free government disregarded in the laws being 
pinsed to control the habits of the people. 
And all this 
la being done in the name of reform, by those who style 
ftMHnselvcw “progressive«*,” and at the behest of socialistic 
•oil bolshevic influences that arc entirely foreign to Amer­ 
ican ideals. 
A lady has sent to the Ran Saba Star a clipptng from 
JPym sylvania Grit, giving some farts in reference to the 
m aternity Rill that Senator Morris Sheppard was instru­ 
mental in having passed through congress and made a law, 
At present the law is operative only In such states as ae- 
CWpt it through the action of their legislatures, but it is 
merely the first step toward compulsory acceptance, as is 
ftated by Grit. 
How the mothers of our country can get 
their own consent to give their approval to such infamous 
legislation by voting for those who favor it, we cannot un 
derstsnd. 
Here is what the paper says about it: 
There has been passed by congress and signed by the 
president a measure known aa “T he Thihl W elfare” law. 
W hile a federal law, it is operative in such states as ac­ 
cept It. 
States accept by legislative action. 
As the m eas­ 
ure before being made a law was approved by 24 governors. 
It may be well for tbe people to understand just what “The 
Child W elfare” law is. 
What tbe law is called and w hat it really is are two 
different things. 
Whnt the law is, is indicated by its pro­ 
visions, The law provides force«! registration of preg n an cy , 
compulsory, governmental prenatal exam ination of expec­ 
tant mothers, legal interference regarding employment of a 
Midwife or a physician and superior governmental right 
tn the rearing and training of a child. 
Thus the law pro­ 
vides governmental Invasion of the home and the most pri­ 
vate and sacred rights of life, also inspection and inter­ 
m eddling when the m other's desires should have free ex­ 
ercise. 
This is the “M aternity” law, so-called, a law that 
ftta proponents and advocates will now endeavor to have ac­ 
cepted by the several states. 
This measure was advocated by an organization domi­ 
nated by unm arried women w orking through the C hildren’s 
bureau, which is constituted as follow s: Miss Julia L athrop,* 
cbief; Miss Blanche Btcele, Miss Emma Lundberg, Miss 
Katherine Lenroot, Miss Anna Ruhl, Miss E. N. M atthew, 
lliaa Flora Seibert. Miss Mary Buckford, Mrs. Helen Wood­ 
bury. 
Observe that the entire bureau is composed of un­ 
married women, except Mrs. Helen W oodbury, who (also 
tier husband) holds a Job in

government departm ent.

Under the authority of those who are

Germany, A ustria and H ungary early established ma 
Serntty system s and Denmark, Norway, 
Russia, 
Serbia, 
Sweden and Sw itzerland have provided m aternity benefits. 
Mo such system once undertaken, has ever been abandoned. 
The tendency in legislation lias always been tow ard in­ 
cluding larger and larger groups, tow ards increased bene­ 
fits and tow ard the compulsory as contrasted with the vol­ 
untary principle. 
Still worse the sponsors for this law cited no \meriet>n 
authority, but foreign—notably M. K alontai, of Russia, an 
uauociate of Lenine, who holds:

“W e must remove children from the pernicious influence 
•«f tbe family. 
We m ust register, or let us speak plainly— 
’ we must nationalize them. 
Thus they are from the very 
Utaart under the beneficial influence of com m uaitylst kin­ 
dergartens and schools.

communists. 
To compel tbe m other to surrender her chil­ 
dren to us. to tbe soviet state, th a t is the task before i s.” 
In America, we have goue fa r enough in m aking the 
child the w ard of the state, but should wre go so fur as to 
make the child the property of the state, wo would enter 
Upon a policy which sooner or later would wreck tin 1 Aiuer 
lean home in the ruin of the state itself, for under such 
bolshevistic policy women would 
not bear 
children and 
.When they refused to do so the logical step here, as in 
Russia, would he to force them to bear them hy whtnnso- 
over the government might desire.

The success of poultry raising, eith­ 
er oo ft small or commercial scale, de­ 
pend* largely on being able to keep 
the birds thriving, vigorous and free 
from diseases. 
One of the most seri­ 
ous obstacles that confronts the man 
in the poultry business is disease. Two 
of the most important factors in pre­ 
venting diseases among poultry are 
cleanliness and regular disinfections. 
1/K’ate the poultry house on ft high 
well drained place, and if possible on 
sandy soil. 
Haul and scatter gravel 
around the house to avoid mud in rainy 
weather. 
Lack of proper food, exposure to 
dampness or draffs invite diseases in 
to your poultry house. Lack of exer­ 
cise and fresh 
air 
cause 
digestive 
troubles. Plenty of green food not 
only aids digestion but helps raatreial- 
iv in keeping the birds healthy and vig­ 
orous. 
Do not forget to fin'd oyster 
shells, charcoal, grit and «dean water. 
Watch for lice and mi It os. Lice Ir­ 
ritate chickens only by sucking blood. 
Chickens infested with lice catch dis­ 
eases easier. 
Spraying for lice and 
mites should be done carefully and 
thoroughly, preferably in February. 
A creosote spray makes it g«s>d dis­ 
infectant. This should Ik* applied with 
a fin** mist sprayer and sprayed into 
every crack and crevice. Do not fail 
to spray the walls, dropping boards, 
roosts, etc. Keep Inside of house dry 
and well ventilated and remember to 
change vnur litter at 
least 
once a 
week. The success of controlling lice 
and mites depends upon the regularity 
and thoroughness of the disinfection. 
Roup and chicken pox are caused by 
wetness and cold drafts at night. The 
fowls begin to sneeze and cough. Their 
eyes become inflamed, heads swollen, 
and have a watery discharge from 
their nostrils. 
In case of roup, disin- 
fert drinking water as follows: 
To 
each one gallon of water 
add 
the 
amount of potassium of permanganate 
that will rest on the surface of a dime. 
Toni oil injected in the nostrils Is 
also very good and effective. There 
are several good roup remedies on the 
market. Advanced 
stages 
of 
roup 
should be eliminated. To effect chick­ 
en pox (or sometimes called sorehead) 
ipply carholated vaseline to the comb, 
wattles and head twice a day. 
Diarrhea, or cholera, is caused by 
improper feeding. 
Indigestion, 
cold, 
wet spells, presence of 
worms, 
etc. 
First have chicks 
dry 
and 
worm. 
Avoid green feed. Fin'd plenty of wheat 
also sour skim milk or commercial 
remedies. 
Avoid 
overfeeding 
‘and 
chilling. 
White diarrhea is inherita­ 
ble because the germ lives; in the yolk 
of the egg. Clean milk is one of the 
l>cst remedies known 
for 
diarrhea. 
Use a fountain pen and give eaf*h 
chick a few drops of milk while still 
in the incubator. 
Bowel trouble can l>e cured by using 
boiled riee sprinkled with cinnamon, 
or bran moistened with lime water. 
If chicks are infected with gapes, 
procure a long feather and strip off 
the web wiithin an inch of the tip. 
Saturate it with turpentine and In­ 
sert it in windpipe of tiie chick, re­ 
moving it quickly with a twisted mo- 
* ion. 
A very 
common 
ailment 
among 
fowls is worms. Give a dose of cas­ 
tor oil, and administer a little sugar 
containing two or three drops o f tur- 
pentine. 
Scaly legs is a disease caused by a 
small parasite, working 
under 
the 
skin, or scales of the legs, Und puts 
them In a 
severe 
condition. 
Wash 
legs thoroughly with soap suds, then 
rub with 
coal oil and lard 
mixed, 
once a day for three or four days. 
Then rub off scales and give a vase­ 
line bath. 
Birds with consumption or some­ 
times termed “going light” should be 
killed ; there’s no cure. 
Tumors both internal and external 
are not curable and treatment is use­ 
less. Wind tumors are found mostly 
in young stock. Pierce skin with nee­ 
dle and let air escape, or cut out a 
small pieice of skin nnd anoint the 
place with carholated vaseline. 
Weak legs is a disease found among 
young cock re Is more frequently than 
pullets. 
Too rapid increase in weight 
is the cause, also constitutional weak­ 
ness. 
Feed barley, millet, ground raw 
bones, or chopped lean meat. Provide 
green food nnd tincture of iron in 
drinking wanted 
To kill blue bugs use carholftim and 
crude oil. and to kill lice use one 
gallon of water to one ounce of dip. 
Dip chicken into wash tub. 
Sores, wounds «end frosted combs, 
nse carholated vaseline. 2 ounces; tan­ 
nin 1-2 drachm 
and 
glvoerlne. 1-2 
onnee. 
Tn treating obstinate 
or 
ul­ 
cerous sores, powder well with iodo­ 
form. before npplving the ointment. 
First learn the oau«e of the disease 
before anplving a remedy. To effect 
*» cure we must understand the dis­ 
ease. and remember, in treating poul­ 
try dh’onses. an ounce of prevention 
fs worth o pound of eure. 
The ax.

(Philadelphia Record.) 
Congressman Tiukham. of M issachu- 
setts. has made a speech on the in- 
c reuse of crime* that may well scein 
v(arming, unless it can he disponed of 
as a flight of disordered Imagination, 
Hu* most startling stat«*nic*nt in which 
connects the spread of 
crime 
with 
Congress itself. 
Giving h summary 
of criminal statistics in the national 
capital in 1910 and 19*20, supplement­ 
ed by comparisons between 1' 20 and 
1921, he said: “It is said that Ida* 
listics similar to those which have 
been related exist throughout the loo­ 
ted States, particularly for the larg­ 
er cities. 
If this is true, then the 
American Republican is not in revo­ 
lution, but In dissolution, not in evol­ 
ution, hut in devolution." 
Of course, 
there is a disposition among the unre­ 
flecting to brush aside everything one 
does not like* as “rubbish,” but Mr. 
Tinkham is not a visionary or blather­ 
skite. and while Ids opinions nre his 
own the criminal statistics he produc­ 
es are from the records. 
Between 1920 and 1921 the popula­ 
tion of Washington decreased 4 0 .0 0 0 , 
hut there was an increase of nearly 
13 per cent in crime, and last year 
14 pep cent of the population com­ 
mitted offenses against the law. 
Last 
year, as compared with the year be­ 
fore, simide assault increased 21 per 
cent, assault to kill 31 per cent, forg­ 
ery 39, housebreaking 50, rape and at­ 
tempts at rape 213, adultery 42, and 
disorderly 
houses 4S per 
cent. 
Mr. 
Tlnkham’s depressing generalizations 
do not seem far fetched in the face of 
such figures as those. 
Turning his attention to probable 
causes, the Congressman said: 
"One of the causes for this phenom- 
onon is undoubtedly the character of 
the legislation passed during the last 
eight or ten years by Congress, the 
methods employed for its enactment, 
and a consequent loss of respect br 
the peonle for these laws and for all 
laws. 
If this Is true the District of 
Columbia, being in such c lo s e associa­ 
tion with Congress 
would be 
mo**«* 
acutely affected then the rest of the* 
United States. During these years the* 
peonle have seen the Congress con­ 
trolled, neither hv principle, eonr’ge 
nor unselfish devotion 
to the public 
weal, but surrendering itself and its 
newer for the unking of laws subser­ 
viently to the will of others." 
It would seem to he high time that 
some effort should be made to account 
for the present increase of crime.
